You say you believe with the New 


York Tribune, that Gen. Grant is bound 
in Aonor to administer the Government 
upon Republican principles. His oath of 
office wiil be his only bond, and the Con- 
stitution of the United States will be his 
only platform ; by that he ought to be 
guided, and, I trust, will be. If the plat- 
form, made by the political wire-work- 
ers of the Republican party is a truly 
repuilican piatform, there will be no 
necessity for the new President to assume 
@ position of antagonism to the party 
that elected him. Political platforms, in 
general, are so constructed that every- 
body ean construe them to suit their own 
peculiar views, andI presume the Re- 
publican platform will not be found to be 
an exception to the general rule. There 
are some curious facts connected with 
Gen. Grant’s nomination, which justify 
the hope that he will be the President of 
the people, and not merely the tool of a 
political faction. 


In the autumn of 1867, Congress ad- 


journed to meet on the 2lstof November. 
At the time of adjournment, there 
seemed to be a strong inclination to 
impeach President Johnson, and 
Judge Chase seemed to be the 
favorite of the Republican party as their 
candidate for the Presidency. When 
Congress mét on the 2lst of November 
the programme was changed, Impeach- 
ment was abandoned, Judge Chase was 
regarded as unavailable, and Gen. Grant, 
who had been often spoken of as the 
candidate of the Conservative party, 
was brought prominently before the peo- 
ple asthe most availabie candidate of 
the Republican party. In New York, 
on the — day of January, 1868, the 
largest meeting that ever assembled at 
the Coeper Institute, nominated him as 
the people’s candidate, ignoring old party 
organization. A committee of twenty- 
five, with A. T. Stewart as chairman, 
was appointed, and instructed to publish 
an address tothe people of the United 
States, calling on them, without regard 
to party, to elect Grant President as the 


best means of breaking up the corrupt 
political combinations with which the 
country is cursed, : 

When the politicians met in Chicago 
they nominated Grant because they fear- 
ed thatif they nominated one of their 
old political hacks, the people would 
nominate Grant, and defeat their party. 
It is certainly true, that his acceptance 
of the nomination commits him to the 
conditions upon which they tendered 
their support, but what those conditions 
were I will not undertake to decide. The 
New York nomination is as valid, and 
quite as respectable as the Chicago nom- 
iaation; and I think it will be found that 
it was as potent in making Grant Presi- 
dent as the meeting in Chicago. The 
Chicago Piatform is not before me, but 
I don’t remember anything in it that 
will prevent the new President from act- 
ing as the President of the whole people, 
guided by the Constitution he will be 
sworn eupport. 

The following hints on the subject, 
clipped from the Washington £zpress, 
was written by a personal friend of Gen. 
Grant, and may be safely regarded as a 
true indication of the general principle 
by which the new President will be 
guided : 

WHAT OF THE NIGHT? 

If it be true that * coming events cest 
their shadows before them,’’ then are 
those of great imiportanve nigh at hand. 
The incoming of every new adainistra- 
tion is well cailcuiated to awaken seriou: 
thought, and this is especially the case at 
the present lime. With all his experi- 
ence in other matters, Gen. Grant is 
comparatively untried in national politi- 
cal life, and it is perfectly naturai that 
anxiety should exist amoug thoughtful 
niinds as to the probabie course of his 
Presidential campaign. We say cam- 
paigu, because bis antecedents justify 
the conclusion that he has carefuliy 
studied the whole situation, and that his 
line of action Las been alidrawn cut in 
his own miod. This, if we mistake not, 
is the character of the man. He leaves 
nothing whatever to contingencies that 
he can by avy possibility make certain. 
His very reticence is a proof of this fact. 
lustead of some showing, 8s some sup- 
pose, that he has not talked because he 
nas not yet made up bis mind, his re- 
markable silence, at this crisis, ciearly 
proves that his mind made up, and that 
he deems it the part of wisdom to keep 
his owa counsel. 

From certain intimations we roosive it 
ig likely that the attention of the Grant 
adooinistration will be directed to the 
following topics:

Here isa field sufficientiy large and 


fruitful to command the beat energies of 
the forthcoming President. That he will 
be decided in presenting these and kin- 
dred matters to Congress and the people 
there should be po reasonable douot. 
Grant is a decided man. We believe he 
will make himself felt in his cabinet, or 
he wiil dissolveit. Admitting, as a mat- 
ter of justice, that he has the best good 
of the people in view, it must be borae 
in mind that he is personally responsible 
to them, and must render his account at 
last to their tribunal. 
advisers are equally under obligations to 
the eUpreme puwer of the land, but they 
have not taken the oath that rests on 
bim, nor are they liable to the penalties 
which be assumes in that bigh seat. 


We are prepared to judge the Grant 


Adoinistration by a fair test. Ail that 
is right weare in duty bound to approve.

The Meeting at the Chamber of 
Com imerce Festera ay. 


High Old Times Among the Anti-

About fifty of the principal property- 
owners of the city and county met at 
the Hall of the Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday afternoon, in answer to a 
call published in the morning pspers. 
The meeting was cailed to order by Mr. 
Samuel Mosby, the chairman of a meet- 
ing heid the day previous, at the. office 
of the People's Insurance Company, on 
Madison street. 

Mr. John Robinson read the proceed- 
ings of that meeting, which were to the 
effect that the property-owners of Mem- 
phisa and Shelby county should organiz- 
a Citizens’ League, for the purpose of re- 
sisting, by all possible means, the dona- 
tion of any public moneys towards raii- 
roada, Courthouses or. public works, aud 
that they pledge themselvea to employ 
legal and other memns to succes 
fuily carry out their resolutions. 

Some fifty or sixty names of property 
owners and Merchants were signed to 
the proceedings of the first meeting. It 
hed been originally called by moeaus o! 
private circulars gent to thirty or forty 
persons. Rumor asserted that many of 
the signers had subscribed without read- 
ing or examining the document, kuowing 
ite contents, or in fact entertaining any 
suspicion that any private interest was
